ved at Cadiz---the remainder were ordered for ovber pois 
It was rumoured that 100,000 Frenchmen were to attack 
Gibraltar in the fpring. The tale of the capture of Ad 
mitral Jervis’s fleet (fo many tumes confirmed, but neve: 
by Capt. Pedrick) aurned out in ull lols only of one hof- 
pital fhip, the crew of which Capt. faw landed in Ca- 
diz. Admiral Jervis’s efcape was Bttribured to a want of 
vigilence in the combined feet, asifte faperior mene uv 
ing. They were chafed 48 hours and had fafely arrived 
at Gibral‘er.
